May  Trade  Surplus  Lower  -  The 

May  agricultural  trade  surplus  fell 
$1 70  million  to  $1 .3  billion,  the 
lowest  level  since  August  1989. 
Exports  fell  $88  million  to  $3.26 
billion,  while  imports  were  up  $82 
million  to  $2.0  billion.  The  cum¬ 
ulative  trade  surplus  for  October 
1989-May  1990  totaled  $13.1 
billion,  $153  million  below  a  year 
ago  (table  3). 

Exports  Down  in  May  -  U.S. 
agricultural  exports  continued  their 
seasonal  decline  in  May  to  $3.26 
billion.  This  is  $145  million  below 
the  previous  month,  and  $778  mil¬ 
lion  below  the  March  figure.  De¬ 
creases  in  dairy  products,  wheat, 
rice,  grain  sorghum,  animal  feeds, 
soybeans,  and  cotton  more  than 
offset  increases  in  corn,  barley,  live 
animals,  meat,  vegetable  oils,  and 
horticultural  products.  October-May 
exports  totaled  $28.5  billion,  2  per¬ 
cent  ahead  of  the  same  period  a 
year  ago. 

Corn  export  volume  rose  1 1 
percent  in  May  to  5.4  million  tons 
valued  at  $667  million.  The  Soviet 
Union  was  the  largest  market  again 
this  month,  taking  almost  1 .5  million 
tons.  Japan  remained  second  with 
shipments  reaching  1 .2  million 
tons.  Other  major  markets  in  May 
included  Mexico,  Korea,  and 
Taiwan.  Average  export  unit  value 
increased  $6  a  ton  to  $123. 

Wheat  exports  fell  for  the  second 
consecutive  month  to  1 .9  million 
tons.  Shipments  to  the  Soviet 
Union  declined  sharply  to  288,000 
tons,  ranking  third  behind  China 
and  Japan.  Shipments  to  the 
Philippines,  Korea,  and  Algeria 
were  also  larger  in  May.  Wheat 
export  unit  values  fell  $3  a  ton  to 
$151.

Soybean  exports  fell  48  percent  in 
volume  from  the  previous  month  to 
621,000  tons  valued  at  $148  million. 
This  is  the  lowest  monthly  volume 
figure  since  September  1989.  How¬ 
ever,  soybean  exports  generally 
drop  off  in  the  second  half  of  the 
fiscal  year.  Taiwan  was  the  largest 
market  followed  by  Mexico,  Japan, 
and  the  EC.  Average  export  unit 
value  rose  another  $5  a  ton  to  $239. 

Cotton  export  volume  fell  another 
20  percent  in  May  to  1 28,000  tons, 
following  a  26  percent  drop  in  April. 
Declining  shipments  to  China, 
Taiwan,  Thailand,  Indonesia,  and 
the  EC  more  than  offset  increases 
to  Japan,  Korea,  Hong  Kong,  and 
Egypt.  The  export  unit  value  re¬ 
bounded  from  $1 ,573  a  ton  in  April 
to  $1 ,628  a  ton  in  May.  This  reflects 
increased  exports  of  higher-priced, 
long-staple  Pima  cotton. 

Imports  Higher  in  May  -  U.S. 
agricultural  imports  of  almost  $2.0 
billion  in  May  were  4  percent  above 
the  previous  month.  Increases  are 
attributed  primarily  to  larger  pur¬ 
chases  of  bananas,  cocoa,  sugar, 
and  orange  juice.  Imports  of  most 
fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  fell  sharp¬ 
ly  in  April  and  again  in  May.  Coffee 
imports  fell  slightly  in  May,  but  re¬ 
mained  well  above  last  year’s  level.

Coffee  Imports:  Low  prices  and 
High  Volume  -  Since  the  dissolu¬ 
tion  of  export  quotas  a  year  ago  by 
the  International  Coffee  Organiza¬ 
tion  (ICO),  U.S.  importers  have 
benefitted  from  greatly  reduced 
prices  to  import  record  amounts  of 
coffee.  Monthly  import  volume 
remained  above  1 00,000  tons  for 
an  unprecedented  eleventh  con¬ 
secutive  month  in  May  (table  4).
